| C and fo general were our 
D . — Lord's commands at a time, 
when there was little human 
probability of their being ever 

I oo” carried into execution : when 

the commiſſion to preach was 

entruſted only to a few illiterate men, the 
preaching itſelf confined to one ſmall nation, 
and the doctrine oppoſed to the utmoſt by 
human power and authority. But when God 
commands, he will alſo bring it to paſs.— The 
deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt, and the miracu- 
lous gift of tongues, with other ſupernatural 
A 2 powers, 
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powers, granted to the firſt preachers of the 
Goſpel, enabled them to publiſh the glad 
tidings of. ſalvation to every people under 
heaven in their own native language. The 
progreſs of the Goſpel was not only quick 
and rapid, but alſe ſtrong and irreſiſtible ; 
like an impetuous flood, it increaſed and pre- 
vailed over all oppoſition,. until the knowledge 
of the Lord covered the earth, as the waters 
cover the ſea.— In proceſs of time a new 
world is diſcovered, an entire hemiſphere yet 
unenlightened by the ſaving knowledge of 
Chriſt, a moſt ample field for the exerciſe of 
our zeal and our charity. The extenſiye com- 
mand of our Lord obliges us, who are the 
ſucceſſors of the Apoſtles, the inheritors of 
their holy office, to introduce his religion 
into this new world, and to promote the 
increaſe of it there by all poſſible methods. 
The intrinſic excellence of this holy religion, 
and it's profitableneſs, even in this preſent 
life, are motives ſufhcient to engage us in 
this undertaking ; but when we further con- 
fider that it is the only true and ſure way, 
which leadeth to eternal life, the principles of 
humanity and benevolence, enforced by thoſe 
of religion, will excite our endeavours to make 
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the ways of God known to the whole earth, 


and his ſaving health unto all nations. We 
might have expected indeed from the nume- 
rous colonies which have tranſplanted them- 
ſelves into this new world, and have carried 
the light of the Goſpel thither, and from the 
communications which they have opened to 
themſelves with the numerous tribes of ſavage 
Indians, that the doctrines of the Chriſtian 
religion, (which are ſure to gain ground by 
their own intrinſic excellence, wherever they 
are well underſtood) would ſoon have been 
ſpread abroad to the utmoſt limits of that 
extenſive continent. But unfortunately thoſe 
new ſettlers being deeply engaged in their 
temporal intereſts, and ever attentive to the 
eſtabliſhment and ſecurity of their new Colo- 
nies, ſcem to have made the intereſt of re- 
ligion the leaſt part of their care, which ought 
to have had the firſt place in their hearts. 
Being alſo in general men, who left their 
native country in no great affluence, they 
were unprovided with the means of eſtabliſh- 
ing and ſupporting their moſt excellent re- 
ligion in that manner which it deſerved : fo 
that in the latter end of the laſt century, 
when we might have judged, as the Apoſtle

does of his converts, that for the time, our 
brethren in America ought themſelves to have 
been teachers; the contrary proved true ; and 
it appeared from accounts tranſmitted from 
thence, that they had yet need, that ſome ſhould 
teach them again which be the firſt principles 
of the oracles of God. 

Such was the ſituation of affairs, when this 
Society was eſtabliſhed under the auſpices of 
a Prince, who having ſtrenuouſly defended the 
purity of the Chriſtian religion in theſe king- 
doms, was equally defirous of ſpreading its 
benefits, in their moſt comely dreſs, to the 
moſt diſtant countries. A deſign truly lauda- 
ble, and worthy the pious care and labour of 
the greateſt men, to tame the ſavage, to in- 
ſtrut the ignorant, to direct the wandering 
ſoul, to enlighten the eyes of the mind, and 
to bring men to God. What noble and ge- 
nerous ſpirit can refuſe to join in ſo glorious 
an enterprize? And how much reaſon have 
we, hope for encouragement, proportionable 
to the care and zeal with which we purſue 
it, and to the propriety of the means we 
make uſe of to effect and accomplith it. I 
flatter myſelf, that upon an impartial view of 
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our proceedings, we ſhall be found praiſe- 
worthy in every particular. 

It ſeems to be the deſign of this Society to 
propagate the Chriſtian religion, where it is 
hitherto either entirely unknown, or only par- 
tially apprehended, and imperfectly cultivated. 
The chief objects of it's attention are ſuch of 
our Coloniſts, who are unable ta provide them- 
ſelves with proper miniſters without our aſſiſt- 
ance, and the rude and ſavage Indians who 
are yet unenlightened by the knowledge of 
the Goſpel. Though theinſtr uction of the lat- 
ter may be it's principal object, and final de- 
ſtination, yet there are many previous ſteps to 
be taken for the accompliſhment of that great 
end; and the inſtruction of the Coloniſts 
themſelves will be found a very reaſonable and 
uſeful method of conveying knowledge to 
their Indian neighbours; to begin at once 
with theſe, and to neglect the others, would 
be in effect to trim the branches, without 
manuring the root. It were to be wiſhed in- 
deed that our Coloniſts had made ſuch a pro- 
greſs in religion, or were ſo ſtrictly obſervant 
of it's rules and precepts, as to be ſufficient 
of themſelves to propagate it to the utmoſt li- 
mits of their knowledge, or to become able 

aſſiſtante 
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aſſiſtants and coadjutors to us in this arduous 
and difficult taſk. We can entertain but flen- 
der hopes of ſucceſs in converting the Indian 


tribes, until we can impreſs upon their neigh- 


bours, a juſt and deep ſenſe of the internal 
excellence of Chriſtianity, of it's tendency to 


promote the intereſt and happineſs of mankind 


in this world, as well as in the next, of the 
benefits which muſt attend the growth and 
increaſe of it, the merits of a laudable endea- 
your to propagate it, and the bleſſings which 
will moſt certainly follow ſuch a conduct. 
We might juſtly hope that the deſcendants 
of thoſe perſons, who left this country for 
the ſake of their religion, would have had 
a ſtronger ſenſe of its ineſtimable value im- 
preſſed upon their minds, continually ex- 
citing in them a zeal for it's honour, and an 
earneſt deſire for it's propagation : but many 
cauſes have conſpired to retard their know- 
ledge, and to render them unequal to the 
great work of inſtructing their ſavage neigh- 
bours, without our continual aſſiſtance. They 
are ſtill in great want of an eſtabliſhed mi- 
niſtry, of a ſet of teachers properly inſtructed 
and commiſſioned to ſpread the truths, and 
execute the miniſterial offices of religion. 

Reaſon 
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Reaſon is undoubtedly the moſt powerful wea- 
pon that we can uſe in the defence and eſta- 
bliſhment of our holy faith. To perſuade 
men by appealing to their underſtandings was 
the method by which our Saviour and his 
Apoſtles convinced them of their errors, 
and led them into the paths of truth. If 
then there is a manifeſt want of learn- 
ing, or of proper arguments to enforce the 
ſpirit of religion in our Colonies, which 
is yet in a ſtate of infancy there, how can 
we better employ our zeal and our charity 
than by ſupplying them with the proper in- 
ſtruments, and by giving them all the ne- 
ceſſary encouragements for carrying on this 
good work, that they may ſow the ſeeds of 
virtue and religion in the tender minds of 
youth, which are moſt ſuſceptible of good 
impreſſions, by putting into their hands uſeful 
treatiſes of morality and eſtabliſhing ſchools 
among them? Religion, like other good ha- 
bits, muſt be preſerved and ſupported by con- 
tinual practice and exerciſe. Devotion cannot 
be kept alive without ſtated and ſolemn re- 
turns of public worſhip, neither can the 
offices of the church be adminiſtered to the 
ſatisfaction of thoſe, who are conſcientiouſly 
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diſpoſed to receive them from the hands of a 
ſtanding miniſtry, unleſs they are properly 
furniſhed with fuch paſtors. What more ac- 
ceptable ſervice can we then perform to our 
foreign brethren, than providing and main- 
taining fit and able men for ſuch good pur- 
poſes? And here have we not juſt occaſion 
- to lament, with ſome of our Coloniſts, as St. 


1 Cor. iii, Paul does with his heloved Corinthians, that 


we cannot yet addreſs ourfelves to them as 
ſpiritual, but as carnal. Whereas there is 
among them envyingg and ſtriſes and diviſions, 
are they not yet carnal ? Not to mention their 
political variances and their murmurs againſt 
juſt government, which can have no founda- 
tion in true religion, nor tend to promote its 
intereſt : Is it not to be lamented that Chriſti- 
ans nay even our Proteſtant brethren, ſhould 
entertain jealoufies and unjuſt ſuſpicions of 
our well-meant labours? The ſpirit of li- 
berty which breaths, (and may it till con- 
tinue to breath) through every part of our 
extended dominion, allows to every Chriſtian 
the privilege of exerciſing that mode of wor- 
ſhip, which he moſt approves. We envy not 
this juſt privilege to thoſe who differ from 
us; if they are perſuaded that popular election 
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v 
.is a ſufficient appointment of a miniſter 


of the Goſpel, let them enjoy their opinion, 
and purſue their own method in peace. But 
if we are convinced that religion cannot be 
duly adminiſtered, but by the hands of thoſe 
who receive a commiſſion delivered down in 2 
perpetual, ſuccethon from the Apoſtles, who 
received, originally from Chriſt himſelf? If 
our brethren muſt be deprived of the moſt 
dear and moſt valuable benefits of religion, 
even of ſacramental grace, for want of a ſuffi- 
cient number of perſons, whom they think 
duly qualified to diſpenſe it, ſhall we be 
thought to pervert our zeal or miſpend our 
labour in endeavouring to ſupply them with 
ſuch a regular clergy ?—Shall it be deemed an 
unreaſonable or imprudent deſire, if we ex- 
preſs our earneſt wiſhes, or rather add them 
to thoſe of many of our pious and worthy 
predeceſſors, that a Proteſtant Biſhop may be 
eſtabliſhed in America? and that we may fave 


our brethren there the trouble, the hazard, the 


expence of croſſing the vaſt and perilous 


ocean, for the ſake of enjoying thoſe benefits 
to which every man has an undoubted right, 
and without which advantage, their religious 
liberty cannot be called compleat. Whatever 
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malice may inſinuate, we deſire not to ingroſs 
authority, or give a check to liberty of any 
fort; our only view is to extend the benefits 
of the Goſpel, and to facilitate the means of 
obtaining them, in what we judge to be the 
moſt approved, the moſt ancient and apoſtoli- 
cal method. Without preſuming on the ſu- 
perior excellence and credit of the Church of 
England, and on its being the eſtabliſhed 
religion of the Mother Country, we might, at 
leaſt, hope forequal indulgence with others, and 
not be envyed an advantage, which is become 
ſo neceſſary for the eaſe and comfort of our 
brethren. Inſtead of intruding into the office 
of others, we are happy when our miſſionaries 
can be of any ſervice to them, and are always 
ready to join our afliſtance to theirs, in order 
to inſtru or improve the ſavage tribes, or 
to excite in them an emulation and rivalſhip 
in this ſalutary office. Of what infinite diſ- 
advantage then to the propagation of the 
Chriſtian religion muſt our diviſions be, when 
diveſted of that charity, which the Goſpel 
commands us to exerciſe towards all men, 
and which has been always the diſtinguiſh- 
ing charaQeriſtic and glory of the Proteſtant 
churches? Union among Chriſtians is the 

moſt

moſt effectual method to ſupport religion, and 


ihcreaſe its influence among barbarous neigh- - 


bours; and nothing appears to be more ear- 
neſtly deſired, or more ſought for, by this ve- 


nerable Society, than to promote peace and 
good fellowſhip among Chriſtians of all deno- 


minations; and from ſuch methods of pro- 


ceeding, we hope, by God's aſſiſtance, that 
the greateſt advantages may be produced. 
There is alſo reaſon to fear that the vices of 
our Coloniſts, greatly obſtrutt@ the progreſs 
of our labours; that avarice too frequently 
gets the better of honeſty ; and the ignorance 
of thoſe with whom they deal, often tempts 
them to make uſe of fraud and impoſition. 
Theſe practices, by deſtroying mutual confi- 
dence which ought to ſubſiſt in their inter- 


courſe with each other, diſqualify our Colo- 


niſts from being uſeful to us in the great work 
of converting the Indians. We are not ena- 
bled, like the Apoſtles, to prove the truth or 
the goodneſs of our religion, by miracles, by 
mighty wonders, and extraordinary gifts of 
the Holy Ghoſt. The force of our arguments 
and the goodneſs of our lives are the principal 
inſtruments by which we muſt endeavour to 
gain converts. If they are rendeed averſe to 
us by cruel and unjuſt uſage, if they are pre- 

judiced

wm 


judiced againſt us by thoſe who mind only 
their earthly profit and advantage, and molt 
ungenerouſly impoſe upon their weakneſs and 
ignorance, by what means ſhall we gain ac- 
cels to their hearts, or even to their patient 
hearing? by what means ſhall we command 
their attention or regard? If they ſee daily 
examples of vice and debauchery, of fraud and 
injuſtice, how can they be perſuaded that we 
believe ſuch fins deſerve the juſt wrath of God ? 
If our people tempt them to drunkenneſs, or 
join with them in it, to ſerve their own ends, 
by what means ſhall we convince them of the 
heinouſneſs of this crime, or preſerve them in 
the ſoberneſs of the Goſpel? If ſavage man- 
ners are difficult to be tamed in their natural 
ſtate, how much more arduous muſt be the 
talk, of endeavouring to reclaim them from 
the rage of ſurfeit, and the fury of intempe- 
rance? It is neceſſary, in order to anſwer the 
ends of this ſociety, that virtue ſhould be ex- 
erciſed in the ſtricteſt manner on the borders 
of our Colonies, and it ſeems therefore a rea- 
ſonable ſcheme to employ a conſiderable part 
of our income in the ſupport of a preaching 
miniſtry in ſuch ſituations. The great end 
and final aim of our inſtitution may be di- 
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rected to more ignorant and more unenlight- 
ened people, but theſe ſeem to be the proper 
means for obtaining that defrable end. 

No method can be more uſeful than that of 
circulating books of piety and devotion, eſpe- 
cially the holy Scriptures, in thoſe places 
where perſonal advice in ſpiritual matters can- 
not eaſily be obtained. By theſe means the 
Colonies partake in the benefit, which we 
reap from the labours of thoſe eloquent and 
pious men, who have been moſt uſeful to re- 
ligion ; and are fed, as it were, and nou- 
riſhed with the religious milk of their mother 
Country. 

The eſtabliſhment of Schools ſeems to be 
another promiſing method to fulfill the deſign 
of our inſtitution. Young and tender minds 
are beſt qualified to receive and retain good 
impreſſions. Train up a child, faith the wiſe Prov. 
man, in the way he ſhould go, and when he is © 
old, he will not depart from it. We obſerve, 
with pleaſure, that the Indian children are ad- 
mitted and courted to be members of theſe ſe- 

ries. Nothing can endear people ſo much 
each other, nothing can promote or pre- 
ſerve ſo cloſe a connection between them, as 


being educated under the ſame maſter, We 
muſt 
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muſt not ſuppoſe that the ferocious and ſavage 
manners of the Indians inſeparably adhere to 
their fleſh and blood, nor can we doubt that 
early inſtruction and commerce with children 
of milder principles muſt inſtill into them, by 
degrees, that charity which is the principal 
characteriſtic of the Goſpel, communicating it 
by their influence in ſome degree to the pre- 
ſent, but more largely to all ſucceeding gene- 
rations. The doctrines of the Goſpel require 
only a candid attention to make their way to the 
heart, but when duly put in practice by their 
teachers, their influence is irreſiſtible even with 
ignorant and illiterate men: and there is, per- 
haps, no way by which they are ſo likely to 
gain a frequent hearing, no way by which 
they have ſo fair a chance of being put in 


practice, and recommended to others, as this 


early and religious education of Indian chil- 
dren, to be hereafter diſperſed among their 
kindred tribes. What mighty advantages may 
be reaſonably expected from their future zeal 
as teachers and miſſionaries ? 


The defire alſo of the Indians to be inſtru. 
ed in huſbandry gives a moſt promiſing aſpect 
to our hopes. The cultivation of their land 
by ſupplying them with ſuſtenance at home, 

muſt 
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muſt reclaim them from their wild and roving 
diſpoſition, and conſequently afford them more 
time and tranquility to conſider the awful 
truths of the Goſpel; it will fix in their 
minds juſt notions of property, and enable 
them to aſſiſt others from their ſuperfluity 
and by theſe means lead them to the exerciſe 
of thoſe cardinal virtues of our holy religion, 
Juſtice and Charity. The advantages they 
will reap from this knowledge are evident, 
and it ſeems an object worthy our regard 
to communicate it to them, as a likely in- 
ſtrument for promoting the growth of the 
Goſpel : to make the cultivation of their 
minds and that of their grounds go hand in 
hand, to cauſe the fruits of the earth and 
thoſe of holineſs to ſpring up and flouriſh 
together. 

It is with great ſatisfaction alſo that we 
obſerve the humane and tender treatment of 
thoſe negro ſlaves, who are become our poſ- 
ſeſſion, and we may reaſonably hope that 
our good example will have its proper ef- 


fect upon other maſters. How ſavage, how 


much more than barbarous is it, to treat 
theſe human beings, not only outwardly like 
C brutes, 
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brutes, but inwardly alſo, as if they had no of 
fouls to be ſaved, no ſenſe to hear, no rea- 
ſon to diſcern, no faculties to enjoy the be- 
nefits and bleſſings of the Goſpel ? 
Amongſt other obſtructions to the efficacy 
of our pious deſigns, it has been obſerved 
that the vices of the Coloniſts are the prin- 
cipal and the moſt dangerous. And why 
ſhould this excite our wonder, if we con- 
fider with how great difficulty the cauſe of 
religion is ſupported even in this ſettled and 
truly civilized iſland : with what inceſfant 
toil and labour it is daily imprinted and en- 
forced on young minds, what encouragement 
and reward, what aſſiſtance and advice it 
meets with from numberleſs religious and 
well diſpoſed perſons, how regularly it is 
excited and cheriſhed by conſtant and well 
conceived devotions, by ſenlible public dif- 
courſes, and yet how far theſe good and 
weighty means fall ſhort of the deſired end. 
It grieves me to recolle& the enormous vices 
which reign in this country, bleſſed with 
the moſt true and fincere enjoyment of the 
religion of Chriſt. Theſe melancholly con- 
fiderations howeyer ſhould not lead us to 
deſpair ; 
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deſpair; but, on the contray, encourage our 
zeal and perſeverance in the cauſe of God; 
they ſhould excite our care and attention, 
our earneſtneſs and diligence for the ſup- 
preſſion of wickedneſs, both in this and in 
our ſiſter country. And we flatter ourſelves 
that this end cannot be better obtained, than 
by our preſent plan of proceedings, by com- 
municating the knowledge of religious obli- 
gations in every ſhape, and enabling the 
remote members of the Church of England 
to partake of its moſt uſeful and beneficial 
rites. 

We of this Society, and thoſe miniſters 
whom we employ, are only, as the Apoſtle 
ſtyles himſelf, workers fogether with God: 
If we have by any means improved the 
minds of our hearers, or eſtabliſhed them 
in religious purpoſes, they are God's huſbandry, , Coe. 
they are God's building. It is from his aſ- i 9. 
ſiſtance that we muſt expect the growth, 
the completion of our deſigns. Paul planteth, 
Apollos watereth, but it is God that giveth 
the increaſe. It is incumbent on us to ex- 
ert our utmoſt ſtrength, to uſe the beſt 
I means in our power, and at the ſame time

to expect ſucceſs from the divine aſſiſtance. 
Our preſent miſſionaries are not endued with 
ſtrength from on high, like the firſt teach- 
ers of the Goſpel; they cannot boaſt of 
their gifts, or their powers ; but if they are 
not wanting to themſelves, they have that 


ſtrength which is ſufficient for them, the 


grace of God, which will moſt certainly ace 
company their honeſt endeavours. Truth 
and righteouſneſs are the arms on which, 
they muſt chiefly depend : They can. only. 
look for ſucceſs from the irreſiſtible force 
of their arguments, and the all powerful pre- 
valence of their good examples, and it ſhould 


be their conſtant care to be well furniſhed. 


and properly provided with theſe neceſfary ac- 
compliſhments. In the mean time we ſhall al- 
ways afford them our ready and. willing aſſiſt- 
ance ; and above all things let us continually 
pray to God, from whom. only we look for 
ſucceſs, to pour down the riches of his grace 
both upon. the teachers and their diſciples ; 
let us beſeech him, who inſpired the firſt 
preachers, to inſpire ours with courage and 
reſolution, with knowledge and prudence, 
with every heavenly and Chriſtian virtue, ne- 

ceſſary 
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ceſſary to the finiſhing this great deſign; 
let us implore him, who opened the heart of Ads xvi. 
Lydia to attend unto thoſe things which were 
ſpoken of Paul, to open the hearts and awaken 
the attention of the ſavage nations, to diſ- 
poſe them to receive, to regard, to prac- 
tice the word; and finally by his all wiſe 
providence, to work out their total and en- 
tire converſion.

And of the Proceedings of the Socixr v

K NG William III. of Glorious Memory, 


was graciouſly pleaſed, on the 16th of 

ö une, 1701, to erect and ſettle a Corpo- 
ration with a perpetual ſucceſſion, by the name of 
THE SociETY FOR THE PROPAGATION OF 
THE GoSPEL IN FOREIGN PARTS; for the 
receiving, managing, and diſpoſing of the con- 
tributions of ſuch perſons as would be induced to 
extend their charity towards the Maintenance of 
a Learned and an Orthodox Clergy, and the 
making of ſuch other proviſion as might be neceſſary 
for the Propagation of the Goſpel in Foreign Parts, 
upon information, that in many of our Planta- 
trons, Colonies, and Fattories beyond the ſeas, 
the provifion for Miniſters was mean, and many 
other of our ſaid Plantations, Colonies, and Fac- 
tories, were wholly unprovided of a maintenance 
for Miniſters, and the public Worſhip of Gd; 
and that, for lack of ſupport and maintenance 
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uch, many of bis loving ſubjects wanted the 
adminiſtration of God's word and ſacraments, 
and ſeemed to be abandoned to Atheiſm and Infide- 
7 and others of them to Popiſh ſuperſtition and 
1dolatry. 5 

T g Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable deſigns ; 1 
and they immediately applied themſelves with + | 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; l 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them according to their 
ſeveral ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 
uſes of the Society ; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations according. to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious deſign: And 
thro' an eſpecial —_ this work f the Lord 
hath hitherto _ in their hands. Many 
\ E - more than one hundred and forty thouſand 
| 


of our own people, infants and adults, and 
many thouſands of Indians and Negroes, have 
been inſtructed and baptized into the true faith 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and more than one 
hundred 
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hundred and fifty thouſand volumes of bibles and 
common prayer books, with other books of de- 
votion and inſtruction, together with an innu- 
merable quantity of pious ſmall tracts, have been 
diſperſed in foreign parts; and there is now a 
very hopeful and improving appearance of reli- 
gion in the public worthip of God, according 
to the liturgy of the Church of England, in a 
great number of churches in our plantations in 
America, by the means, and through the pro- 
curement, of this Corporation. 

The charter directs the Society to give an 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, of 
the ſeveral ſums of money by them received, 
and laid out, and of the management and diſ- 

ſition of the revenues of the Corporation : 
This is punctually done, and the Society annual- 
ly make public an Abſtract of them and their

The Society allow ten pounds worth of 
books to each miſſion for a library, and five 
pounds worth of pious ſmall tracts to every 


new miſſionary, to be diſtributed among his 


pariſhioners, and other parcels of books, as oc- 
caſion requires. And as the Society generally re- 
ceive from their miſſionaries regular accounts of 
their labours, and of the ſtate of their ſeveral 
miſſions, it is thought proper to publiſh the 
following abſtra& of ſuch informations as were 
received from the miſſionaries and others in the 
the year 1769. 


Newfoundland.

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Newfoundland. 


The Rev. Mr. Langman, the Society's Miſſio- 
nary at St. John's Town, in a letter dated Nov. 8. 
1769, expreſſes his grateful acknowlegements 
for the ſeaſonable gratuity of gol. from the 
Society, There were reſiding, laſt winter, in 
St. John's Town, 829 ſouls, of men, women, 
and children. In the courſe of the year he bap- 
tiſed 18, married 3, and buried 22. The fa- 
milies, excluſive of the garriſon, are 114. 

By ſeveral letters from the Rev. Mr. Balfour, 
2 at Trinity Bay, of the reſpective 
dates of October 29, 1768, October 13, and 
Nov. 10, 1769: the Society are acquainted 
that he had received the books they ſent him, 
which were very much wanted for the uſe of 
the poor. He complains of the uncomforta- 
bleneſs of his ſituation, and the difficulty of 
his work to correct the many bad habits of a 
lawleſs and wretched people. He has viſited 
Bonaviſta, 1 4 leagues north of Trinity, and Old 
Parlican, 8 leagues to the ſouth ; as alſo Scylly- 
love and Hart's Content. In that laſt place - 
publicly baptiſed 16 children, and a woman of 
27 years of age, who was fo ignorant that ſhe 
knew not who made the world ; but before the 
was baptiſed, ſhe could repeat the Lord's Prayer, 
creed, and commandments, and anſwer to ſeve- 


ral points neceſſary for a Chriſtian to know. 
His 
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His communicants are 60. His baptiſms, in a 
year, are between 30 and 40: Only 2 marriages 
and 31 burials in the laſt year. 

The Rev. Mr. Coughlan, Miſſionary at Har- 
bour Grace, in a letter of October 13, 1769, 
informs the Society, that the Schoolmaſter he 
mentioned continued one year: but the ſalary 
not being ſufficient, nor his appointment from 
the Society, he is about to leave it. But he 
hopes to provide another in his room. He ob- 
ſerves with pleaſure, that ſince his coming, the 
vices of drunkeneſs, ſwearing and ſabbath- 
breaking are much leſs frequent, and that 
great numbers come conſtantly to church, even 
of the Papiſts. In the courſe of the year he 
he has baptiſed 68 adults, and 52 infants ; 
married 13, and buried 10. He adminiſters the 
ſacrament once a month, and has 160 com- 


municants. 


Nova Scotia, 


The Society have been favored with ſeveral 
letters this laſt year, from Jonathan Belcher, Eſq; 
of Nova Scotia. In the firſt of which, bearing 
date Jan. 16, 1769, it was propoſed to the 
Society, in order to prevent uſeleſs applications, 
and unneceſſary expences, and otherwiſe to aid 
them in the pious deſign in which they are en- 
gaged, That the Gentlemen with whom the 
Society correſpond, might be allowed to afſem- 


ble as a Board of Correſponding Members, from 
time 
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time to time jointly to conſider, and report the 
ſtate and exigencies of the reſpective miſſions, 
and to receive benefactions. The Society think- 
ing that this ſcheme muſt be a certain means of 
procuring the moſt candid and impartial repre- 
ſentation of the ſtate of things, and the beſt 
information of the conduct and behavior of their 
Miſſionaries, have expreſſed their perfect ap- 
probation of it, and ſent a letter of thanks to 
the principal Gentlemen at Halifax for their 
great attention to the affairs of the Society. By 
ſubſequent letters, they have been informed that 
the Lieutenant Governor, the Chief Juſtice, and 
the Secretary of Nova Scotia, have formed them- 
ſelves into a Committee, and returns have been 
twice made of their proceedings, which have 
abundantly evidenced the utility of the plan, as 
well as the prudence and zeal of the Gentle- 
men who conduct it. Mr. Lynch has left 
the ſchool at Halifax, and another is not yet ap- 
ointed. 

The Chief Juſtice has very much commended 
the zealous endeavors of Mr. Bryzelius, who 
has ſucceeded among the adult and the young, 
beyond the warmeſt hopes. And, by a letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Bryzelius himſelf, dated Lu- 
nenburgh, Jan. 9, 1769, the Society are fur- 
ther acquainted that, 46 young people took the 
ſacrament, for the firſt time, at Eaſter laſt, and 
that beſides them there were an 120. He had 
baptiſed in the year 55 infants, married 5 
couple, and buried 6 corpſes. One great ob- 

F itruction 
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ſtruction to his ſs in teaching is the want 
of ſome prayer Los in the German language 
for thoſe who do not underſtand Engliſh. He 
has requeſted 300 copies, and the Society having 
8 matter into full conſideration, intend 
to furniſh him with that number, as ſoon as 
they can be procured. 

The Rev. Mr. Bennett, Miſſionary at Horton 
&c, Nova Scotia, in his letters of June 27, and 
October 30, 1768, and Auguſt 29, 1769, writes 
to the Society, That, he gains ground daily in 
eſtabliſhing the Goſpel, eſpecially at Cornwallis, 
which he viſits once a month, and finds great 
uſe in diſperſing that little tract, intitled, The 
Engliſhman directed in the choice of his religion, 
which was very acceptable to the people; and 
the young people attend church very conſtantly, 
He informs the Society, that their ſchool-maſter, 
Mr. Watts, being better provided for, has quitted 
the ſchool, and Mr. Halliburton is put in his 
room. | 


New England. 


By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Badger, Itine- 
rant Miſſionary in New Hampſhire, of Jan. 5, 
1769, the very agreeable information is made 
to the Society, that the Governor's attention to 
the intereſts of religion, and the good of the 

ple, is ſo ſtrong and conſpicuous, that ſeveral 
ſmall churches are about to be erected in diffe- 
rent parts of the province, which ſeem to be 

very

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very much wanted, as Mr. Badger complains 
of not having a proper place for the adminiſtra- 
tion of the Lord's Supper. 

A repreſentation has been made to the Society 
from the people of Claremont, in the province 
of New Hampſhire, which is 140 Miles diſtant 
from Portſmouth, a wild, uncultivated place, in 
which they began to ſettle about 2 years ago.— 
That having already ſome portion of land al- 
lotted for the uſe of a ſchoolmaſter, but not 
ſufficient for his encouragement, and havin 
agreed to build « ſchool-houſe, and being under 
great want of ſomebody to teach their children, 
they are induced to ſollicit the help of the Soci- 
ety, who, having conſidered their caſe, and 
having had the ſtrongeſt recommendation from 
the people themſelves, and from the clergy in 
Connecticut, of Samuel Cole, Eſq; they have 
appointed him to be ſchool-maſter there. 

The Rev. Mr. Wiſwall, Miſſionary at Fal- 
mouth, Maſſachuſet's, New England, in his 
letter of July 7, 1769, obſerves with pleaſure, 
that the people's prejudices againſt the church 
are wearing off, that many of the Diſſenters 
come occaſionally to church, that all diſputes 
are ended, and that his — in general live in 
greater harmony with Diſſenters than they do 
with one another, and that he makes it his 


conſtant endeavor to promote true Chriſtian 


peace and good will among them. In the courſe 
of the year he has baptiſed 23 white, and 1 
black infant; buried 7; and married 1 couple. 

Fi The 
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The families are 75: the communicants 31. 
A like benevolent diſpoſition is ſaid to ſubſiſt 
among the people of Mr. Week's miſſion at 
Marblehead. | 

The Society have received information from 
the Rev. Mr. William Clarke, Miſſionary at 
Stoughton and Dedham, of his ſafe arrival, and 
kind reception from the people. He officiates 
twice every Sunday in the churches of thoſe 
places alternately, and on other days as occaſion 
ſerves. He finds there are 25 families belong- 
ing to his two churches Several moderate Diſ- 
ſenters conſtantly come to church, and ſeveral 
Indians, deſcendants of the ancient inhabitants 
of the country, who have heretofore led a diſſo- 
lute life, frequently attend, and behave devoutly. 
His communicants are 23, all ferious, goud 
livers, to whom he adminiſters once a month. 

By two letters from the Rev. Mr. Dibblee, 
Miſſionary at Stamford, Connecticut, of dates 
October 18, 1768, and March 27, 1769, the 
Society are made acquainted, that his miſſion is 
in a peaceable and floriſhing ſtate, that he has 
87 communicants, and had baptiſed within a 
year 98 children, and 1 3 adults. That he had 
preached in Salem church at the introduction of 


Mr. Townſend, who was joyfully received, and 
ſeveral times at Danbury; and has viſited the 
poor people about Sharon, Salſbury, and the 
North Precinct on the Oblong, in the Province 
of New York, who are well diſpoſed, and very 
deſirous to have a Miſſionary among them, and 


with 
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with that view are building a church ; he is of 
opinion, that a miſſionary would be eminently 
uſeful in thoſe parts, 

The Rev. Mr. Mansfield, Miſſionary at Derby 
and Oxford, in his letter of September 2, 1768, 
writes, that he had undertook a long journey 
of 160 miles, viſiting 7 or 8 towns of the co- 
lonies of New York and Maſſachuſet's. That 
at Lainſboro he found a conſiderable number of 
ſerious and ſenſible people, who had erected a 
ſmall church, in which they conſtantly met for 
divine worſhip. He found alſo the people as 
deſirous of inſtruction, and as attentive to it, at 
Pownal, Arlington, and Mancheſter to the weſt 
of the patented towns of New Hampſhire. At 
Arlington, Captain THawley, the principal planter, 
has kept up a ſenſe of religion among them, by 
conſtantly reading the church ſervice and ſer- 
mons in his own ; hams The other towns have 
no Miniſters of any kind, except ſtrolling Ana- 
baptiſts, whom he repreſents to be diſgraceful 
to religion, both by their ignorance and im- 
morality. In his return he preached at New 
Concord, 20 miles from Albany, where are 20 
families of the church, who hope that Mr. 
Boſtwick, a candidate for Holy Orders will be 
ſettled among them. 

Mr. Clarke alſo, Miſſionary at Milford, &c. 
ſets forth in a letter, that theſe people in the 
Oblong are in very deſtitute circumſtances, 
and well worthy the attention of the Society. 


His own miſſion is in a floriſhing condition, 
there 
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there being near 100 families in New Milford, 
70 at Woodbury, and as many at Kent, and 25 
at Sharon. Mr. Boſtwick is alſo ſtrongly re- 
commended by Dr. Johnſon, Dr. Auchmuty, and 
by ſeveral of the New England and New York 
Clergy, and is juſt arrived to offer himſelf to the 
Lord Biſhop of London for Holy Orders. 


New York. 


Sir William Johnſon, in a letter of December 
10, 1768, expreſſes his ſatisfaction, that his 
endeavors, on behalf of religion, have been ap- 
proved by the Society, And out of his zeal 
and regard for the promoting of piety and virtue, 
has generouſly offered to the Society a valuable 
and large tract of land, adjoining to his own 
eſtate, which he purchaſed of the Indians, if the 
Society can obtain the King's grant for it, free of 
fees and quit rent, or on a ſlender acknowledg- 
ment. He complains of the difficulty of find- 


ing Clergymen to fupply miſſions, and of proper 
ſchoolmaſters for the Indians: which no perſon 


will undertake for leſs than 25 l. a year. And 
therefore the Society have conſented to allow 
that ſalary, and will be ready to concur in every 
meaſure that Sir William ſhall think proper, as 
far as their abilities will inable them. 

From letters received from the Rev. Dr. 
Auchmuty, Rector of Trinity Church, and in 
one from Mr. Livingſton (dated December 8, 
1769) executor of the late Mr, Saint George 


Talbot, 
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Talbot, it appears that the heirs of law leave 
no method untried to defeat the purpoſes of his 
will, and that by evaſive practices in law, the 
cauſe is ſtill undetermined, | 

Dr. Auchmuty, together with the Clergy of 
New York and New Jerſey, have propoſed to 
the Society, with regard to future recommenda- 
tions of perſons for Holy Orders, that “none 
ebe from thence recommended to the Society, 
« unleſs they are, or have been, members of 
« ſome college, and can produce certificates 
« from the Preſident, both of their good be- 
% havior and learning.” Which reſolution be- 
ing ſo manifeſtly proper and uſeful, has met 
with the Society's approbation. 

The Rev. Mr. Cutting, Miſſionary at Hemp- 
ſtead, in two letters ſent within the year to the 
Society, has obſerved : That there are in Hemp- 
ſtead 80 or go families of the Church, and not 
19 as was inſerted in the abſtract of 1767. The 
new ſchool to the ſouth of Hempſtead was 
opened on the 22d of June, 1769, by Mr. 
William Leaky, who had before taught in ſeve- 
ral places with a good character, and the Society 
have accordingly appointed him. The ſtate of 
his miſſion much the ſame as when he wrote 
laſt. 

The Rev. Mr. Seabury, Miſſionary at Eaſt 
and Weſt Cheſter, in his letter of October 10, 
1769, to the Society, gives them the pleaſing 
information, that his people become gradually 
more devout and regular in their attendance on 


the 
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the public worſhip. That he had taken much 
pains with the negro ſlaves, and had baptiſed 
5 adults of them. That there ſeemed to be a 
proſpe&t of good done from the ſchool, as the 
maſter continued to behave very well, and the 
children made a due proficiency in learning. 
He mentions his having made a journey of 200 
miles to Sir William Johnſon, who had juſt 
left his home before his arrival. The eſtabliſh- 
ing a miſſion at Johnſtown, and to the Mo- 
hawks, cannot be fixed till further advices come 
from Sir William, and Mr. Seabury, 

By letters from the Rev. Mr. Townſend, 
Miſſionary at Salem, dated September 29, 
1768, and September 29, 1769, the Society 
are acquainted, that he arrived at his miſſion 
on the 26th of May, 1768, and was kindly re- 
ceived by the people. The churchwardens alſo 
of Salem, in the name of all the people be- 
longing to the miſſion, have returned their 
thanks to the Society for Mr. Townſend's ap- 
pointment, whom they declare to be univer- 
verſally acceptable. - At Salem and Ridgheld 
there are about 150 church people, At Ridg- 


| bury 89. There is a very encouraging proſpect, 


as the people are zealous and conſtant at public 
worſhip. He has baptiſed, within the year 2 
adults, and zo infants, and admitted 4 to com- 

munion 
The Rev. Mr. Joſhua Bloomer, recommended 
by Dr. Johnſon, and ſeveral Clergymen, as a 
ſtudious young man, of a very fair character, 
and 
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and deſirous to enter into the miniſtry, has been 
ſince ordained by the Biſhop of London, and 
— by the Society Miſſionary to Jamaica, 
luſhing, and Newtown, at the earneſt requeſt 
of the people, ſignified to the Society by the 
churchwardens of thoſe towns. 


New Jerſey. 


The Churchwardens and Veſtry of Perth 
Amboy and — having unanimouſly 
agreed to invite the Rev. Mr. John Preſton 
to accept of their miſſion, and in the ſtrongeſt 
manner requeſted the Society to confirm him in 
that appointment, they have accordingly com- 
plied with it, with the greater pleaſure, from 
the many ſtrong aſſurances they had firſt re- 
ceived of the abilities, good character, and ami- 
able diſpoſition of Mr. Preſton ; who had offi- 
ciated among them ever ſince Mr. M* Kean's 
laſt illneſs, to moſt general ſatisfaction. 

The churchwardens, &c. of Shrewſbury and 
Middletown have returned their thanks to the 
Society, for the appointment of Mr, Cooke to 
their miſſion, whoſe diligence in his function, 
and diſpoſition and conduct, which they 
have had 16 years experience of, do juſtly inti- 
tle him to the eſteem and love of all his con- 
gregation. And Mr. Cooke himſelf, in his letter 
of April 12, 1769, writes, that the good effect 
of the Society's favor in dividing the miſſion, 


and confining his duty to thoſe two places, 
G appcais 
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appears in the diſpoſitionof the people, who have 
come to an unanimous reſolution of erecting 
a new church, (the old one being too ſmall) for 
which they have already raiſed among them- 
ſelves upwards of 500 l. currency. In the year 
paſt he had baptiſed 34, five of them adults; 
twelve between the age of 6 and 12, and moſt 
of whom gave a very ſatisfactory account of the 
Chriſtian faith. | 

The Rev. Mr. William Thompſon, Miſſio- 
nary at Trenton, ſends an account in a letter, 
dated September 25, 1769, incloſing one of the 
26th of June preceeding, of his ſafe arrival and 
kind reception ; but adds, that he found num- 
bers, through long diſuſe of the church ſervice, 
very indifferent to religion ; however, ſince 
he came, the church has been well filled on. 
Sundays, : 

The Rev. Mr. Frazer, Miſſionary at Amwell, 
&c. in his letters to the Society, acquaints them 
of his ſafe arrival at his miſſion, in April 1768; 
that he found the congregation at Amwell very 
ſmall : much larger at Kingwood, where are 30 
families of the church, and conſiderably in- 
creaſed fince his coming. In Muſkenetcunk 
there was no houſe for divine worſhip, and he 
had performed in private dwellings : but a log 
church has been ſince nearly finiſhed. The 
church alſo at Amwell is almoſt repaired; the 
contributions for it exceeded his expectations, 
and ſeveral Diſſenters were not backward on the 


occaſion, and the Dutch Lutheran congregation 


had, 


” 
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had alſo promiſed their aſſiſtance. Lewis Ste- 
phens, Eſq; has given an acre of land for ever 
whereon to build a church at Kingwood. The 
Society is informed by the Rev. Mr. Odell, that 
the church at Burlington is compleated, and is 
not only a comfortable building, but an orna- 
ment to the place, being 63 feet by 33. Go- 
vernor Francklin was very liberal on this occa- 
fion, and his Lady has made them a preſent of 
a very rich and * furniture for the pulpit, 
deſk and table. | 


Pennſylvania. 


By ſeveral letters from the Rev. Dr. Smith, 
Provoſt of the College in Philadelphia, the So- 
ciety are made acquainted, that due care has 
been taken by him of the miſſion at Oxford. 
That Mr. Thomſon is ſettled at Trenton, and 
Mr. Andrews at Cumberland. That Mr. Lyon 
came to ſee the Gloſter and Waterford miſſion, 
but not finding it anſwer the expectations given, 
and there being a greater neceſſity that the 
Lewes miſſion vacated by Mr. Andrews, ſhould 
not be left deſtitute, he, with the advice of the 
Philadelphia Clergy, removed thither, and having 
ſince earneſtly ſollicited to be placed there, the 
Society have conſented to it, being in hopes of 
providing ſoon for the Gloſter miſſion. 

An Application having been made to the So- 
ciety by the Clergy of the three provinces of 
New York, New Jerſey and Pennſylvania, to coun- 
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tenance and aſſiſt a ſcheme they have long de- 
ſigned, and at length happily concluded, the 
erecting 4 Corporation for the Relief of the Mi- 
dows and Children of Clergymen in the Commu- 
nion of the Church of England ; the Society have 
agreed to charge themſelves with an annual con- 
tribution of 201. ſterling to each of the three 

rovinces ; for which they have received, in the 

andſomeſt manner, the united thanks of all 
the Clergy, by Dr. Chandler, Mr. Peters, and 
Dr. Smith. The Corporation is eſtabliſhed by 
three charters. They had their firſt meeting on 
the 1oth of October laſt, in Chriſtchurch, Phi- 
ladelphia, when a very proper and affecting 
Sermon was preached by Dr. Smith, to explain 
the nature and end of this humane and bene- 
volent ſcheme, and to recommend it to the 
approbation and will of the audience, 
which they expreſſed by a very liberal con- 
tribution at the church. It has ſince been 


printed by order of the Corporation, and ſent 


over hither, with a full account annexed to it 
of every particular relative to the ſaid Charity. 
From two letters of Mr. Reading, Miſſionary 
at Apoquinimink, the Society are informed, 
that it has been his invariable rule to extend 
his care in the ſummer ſeaſon, to ſuch places as 
ſtood moſt in need of occaſional aſſiſtance ; 
and r he had regularly read prayers, 
preached, and baptiſed, on every third Saturday, 
to a people at a remote corner of his miſſion, 


whoſe temporal and ſpiritual condition he found 
. 
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to be equally wretched, ſo wretched that they 
were not poſſeſſed of the means of bringing their 
families to church, or _—— decently in it. 
But he has the comfortable reflection that he 
has been ſerviceable to them, and preſerved 
ſome ſenſe of Chriſtianity, where the whole was 
in danger of being loſt, From March to Nov. 
mb pay vn had baptiſed 61 infants, and 2 adults. 
Communicants 54. 


North Carolina. 


His Excellency Governor Tryon has favored 
the Society with ſeveral letters in the courſe of 
the year, all of which evidence the very ſingular 
attention he is pleaſed to ſhew to their deſigns 
for the eſtabliſhment of region and virtue in 
his province. And they are much obliged to 
him for the very circumſtantial account he has 
ſent them of the ſtate of religion and the Clergy. 
His Excellency has made ſeveral new appoint- 
ments of miniſters to pariſhes, and taken more 
under his protection, as will appear by their 
names in this abſtract. And as the Clergy there 
do ftill want much ſupport and incouragement, 
he has deſired the Society not to withdraw the 
ſalaries of gol. from thoſe who now enjoy 
them, and withes that the 201. could be con- 
tinued to thoſe miſſionaries, whom he ſhall think 
to need that incouragement, longer than the 
preſent limited time of two years, Among 
other things, his Excellency has obſerved, that 
the 
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the Preſbyterians and Quakers are the only to- 
lerated ſectaries under any order or larity, 
every other being enemies to ſociety, and a ſcan- 
dal to common ſenſe. 

From the accounts which Mr. Earl, and Mr. 
Stewart, Miſſionaries, the one in Chowan, the 
other in Beaufort county, give of their miniſte- 
rial functions, it appears, that Mr. Earl has 
baptiſed in his own pariſh, in the year, 75 
white, and 9 black infants; and in Berkeley 
pariſh, (which he had viſited four times) 30 
white, 2 black infants, and 1 white adult, and 
has 39 communicants; that, Mr. Stewart had 
baptiſed, in St, Georges, Hyde county, 75 
white, 6 Indian, and 8 negro children; and in 
St. Thomas's, Beaufort county, 36 white, and 
27 negro children. The number of his com- 
municants at Bath church are 38. 


Georgia. 


The Rev. Mr. Frink, Miſſionary at Sa- 
vannah, acquaints the Society by letter, that he 
has enjoyed his health, fo as to be able to at- 
tend properly to his charge, and, he truſts, ſuc- 
ceſsfully. In the year he had baptiſed 76; 
buried 60, and had 65 communicants. 

There are two letters from the Rev. Mr. 
Ellington, Miſſionary at Auguſta, received this 
year by the Society. In the firſt, of Dec. 30, 
2768, his baptiſms appear to have been 74— 
marriages 15 — burials 3. In the ſecond, of 
| June 
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June 30, 1769, his r- are 26—marria- 
ges 4—burials 2. He has the ſatisfaction, he 
ſays, to ſee an alteration in the people for the 
better. His congregations increaſe, and 4 have 
been added to his communicants, which are 
now 19. His cuſtom is to officiate every week 
at ſome place or other round him. He men- 
tions a deſign of going ſpeedily to a place (which 
he does not name) at 100 miles diſtance, upon. 
application from the people. 


PY Muſquito Shore. 


The Rev. Mr. Warren, in a letter dated 
May 28, 1769, (no place mentioned) informs 
the Socicty, that he wrote by a ſhip juſt ready 
ro fail for Jamaica the very hour after his ar- 
rival, that he believes the climate will agree 
with him; that, he was well received by Go- 
vernor Trelawney. In another letter, dated 
Black River, July 17, 1769, he ſends this ac- 
count of Mr. Poſt, that he is a pious, laborious, 
well-meaning man, and his life irreproachable, 
and he is regarded by the Muſtizes. He writes, 
that there are about 50 whites, a few of various 
kinds of mixtures, and towards 600 negroes ; 
but the people, few as they are, are far from 
being of one mind; and ſeveral of them indif- 
poſed to the morality of the Goſpel. There is 
no houſe for public worſhip, nor for his reſi- 
dence. The Superintendant's hall is uſed by 


way of church, and one of his bed rooms is ap- 
propriated. 
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ropriated for Mr. Warren's dwelling place. 
He has made inquiry about a ſchoolmaſter, 
which is abſolutely neceſſary in that place, but 
can yet meet with no proper perſon ; when 
he does, he will offer him 101. a year in the 
Society's name, which he has the Society's 
leave to do. Mr. Poſt's letter of Nov. 1768, 
mentioned by him in a very ſhort one of Octo- 
ber 19, 1769, did never arrive. 


Bahama Iſlands. 


The Society have been informed by ſeveral 
letters from Mr. Moſs, Miſſionary at Harbor 
Iſland and Eleuthera, that the Rev. Mr. Tizard 
died in October 1768. His place is to be ſup- 
plied by the Rev. Mr. Hunt, a Gentleman of 
New England, well recommended to the So- 
ciety, who ſet fail a few weeks ago. St. John's 
church in Harbor Iſland, a ſtone building, 48 
by 25, is nearly built. Mr. Moſs found, u 
his arrival, a ſchoolmaſter eſtabliſhed by Go- 
vernor Shirley, Mr. Lewis, well known by a 
reſidence in the place of 16 years; in all reſpects 
qualified for his office, and gives full ſatisfaction 
in the diſcharge of it. Of the religious ſtate of 
Eleuthera, he gives this lamentable account: 
That both men, women and children, magiſ- 
trates not excepted, are profane in their con- 
verſation; even the children learn to curſe their 
own parents as ſoon as they can ſpeak plain; 
and there are many other ſinful habits, and hea- 

theniſh 
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theniſh practices in uſe among them. One 
reat obſtruction to his reforming theſe 
is the difficulty of getting -to them, it being 
neceſſary to go firſt to Providence, where he 
poſſibly waits two or three weeks for a paſſage, 
which conſumes too much time. There are 
in Eleuthera 9 ſettlements, 84 families. Whites 
385. Negroes 201. In Harbor Iſland the num- 
ber of inhabitants in the year 1768, were, 
whites 228, negro ſlaves 110. Baptiſed 30. 
Communicants 38. Profeſſors of the church 
65. Heathens and infidels 73: Converted 
— a profane to a chriſtian life 38. Marri- 
ages 2, Burials 6. All in the iſland to a man 
attend public worſhip on the Sunday. 
The Rev. Mr. Quaque, Miſſionary on the 
Gold Coaſt, &c. in 4 of September 15. 


1768, and April 15, 1769, ſtill complains of 
great diſcoragements, having not been per- 
mitted, ſince he wrote laſt, to perform divine 
ſervice more than twice in the garriſon, and 
officiated only 3 times in 2 years on the great 
feſtivals. He has baptiſed 2 muſtizes and. 2 
Mulattoes. |

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And the Society particularly deſire their friends 
in America to be ſo juſt to them, when any per- 
ſon appears there in the character of a Clergy- 
man of the church of England, but by his 12 
havior diſgraces that character, to examine as 
far as may be into his Letters off Orders, his 
name and circumſtances, and to inſpe&t the 
public liſt of the names of the miſſionaries of 
this Society, publifhed annually with the ab- 
ſtraQ of their proceedings ; and the Society are 
fully perſuaded it will appear, that ſuch unwor- 
thy perſon came thither without their know- 
lege; but if it ſhould happen that any ſuch 
ſhould come thither from them, they intreat 
their friends in America, in the ſacred name of 


Chriſt, to inform them, and they will put away 


from them that wicked perſon.
